1. Purpose 

In the development of new crypto-equipments for the Army Field Forces and 
the U. S. Air Forces it has become necessary to construct a device that will analyse 
cycle length. 

2. Description 

This equipment will be used to generate and oiamine successive time pulse 
distributor positions produced by interconnecting numberous time pulse distributors 
In various ways. It will be capable of duplicating the stepping motions of most of 
the known or prospective rotor machines. It will automatically search for a dup- 
lication of any of its previously generated settings, to determine rr ben the system 
has begun to recycle. It will indicate the length of the cycle and the approximate 
length of lead-in until the system recycles. 

3. Related Materials or Methods 

There are no materials or methods related to this device now being used 
at Army. Security Agency. 

4. Development History and Status 

Circuits and principles used in the project 'hVRDUXIND" , a U. S. Navy 
device nc m at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology will be used in the manu- 
facture of this device. 

5. Proposed Development 

The first phase will be to design and construct one prototype model of 
each of the components required in Its overall construction. The second phase 
will be the construction testing of the overall device. The third phase will be 
the addition of automatic input Bet up and out-put loading accessories, and the 
installation of the equipment at the Amy Security Agency. It is proposed to 
build one each ecuipment starting about 1 April 1949, and complete service tests 
about 1 April 1952.
